GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Examinations  of  Food,  Milk,  Water,  Ice  Cream  and 
materials  from  patients,  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester  (since  5th  July,  1948.  In 
addition  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  when  necessary 
at  the  Pathological  Laboratory,  Stepping  Hill, 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority 
and  administered  by  the  North  East  Cheshire  Divisional  Health 
Committee. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  A 24-hour  Ambulance  Service  is  available,  being 
provided  by  the  Hyde  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

Nursing  in  the  Home.  There  are  three  District  Nurses  in  the  Area  who 
undertake  general  nursing  and  maternity  work  and  two  who  practice 
midwifery  only. 

Home  Help  Service.  Home  Helps  have  assisted  during  the  year  in  the 
following  cases  in  the  Bredbury  and  Romiley  Urban  District.

School  Clinic.  Held  weekly  at  the  Bredbury  and,  Romiley  Centres.  The 
school  dentist  attends  at  the  Dental  Centre  at  the  Bredbury  Clinic. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation.  Special  Clinics  are  held 
for  this  purpose  once  a month  at  the  Bredbury  and  Romiley  Centres.  In 
addition  immunisation  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  general  medical 
practitioners. 

Services  Provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 

Hospitals.  There  is  no  hospital  within  the  Urban  District,  and  patients 
from  this  area  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  neighbouring  districts. 
Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  accommodation  are  also  admitted 
to  hospitals  outside  the  area.  Where  necessary,  infectious  disease  cases 
other  than  smallpox  are  admitted  to  the  Stockport  Isolation  Hospital. 
Facilities  for  smallpox  cases  are  provided  at  Ellswick  Leys  Smallpox 
Hospital,  Lancashire,  and  at  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury. 

Tuberculo.sis  and  Venereal  Diseases.  Special  Clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  at  Stepping 
Hill  Hospital,  Stockport.

SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 
The  Council  is  the  Water  Authority. 

A bulk  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Stockport  Corporation  Water 
Department,  from  the  Goyt,  Kinder,  Lyme  Park  and  Longdendale  sources. 

There  are  no  supplies  by  means  of  stand  pipes.  All  supplies  are  direct 
to  houses. 


The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been  mostly 
satisfactory:  (a)  in  quality;  (b)  in  quantity. 

The  supply  from  Longdendale  enters  the  district  from  Haughton 
Green  and  serves  only  a small  part  of  the  area,  mainly  Mill  Lane  and 
Woodlands  Housing  Estates.  Attention  has  been  previously  drawn  to  the 
fact  that  this  water  shows  plumbo-solvency  to  an  undesirable  degree.  Com- 
plaints of  a brown  discolouration  of  this  supply  are  received  from  time 
to  time,  particularly  following  periods  of  heavy  rain.  The  discolouration 
is  due  to  suspended  vegetable  matter.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection.  During  1957,  the  staff  employed  on  refuse  collec- 
tion and  disposal  consisted  of: —

1 Spare  Driver  Loader  1 Salvage  Baler  (Mechanical  Press) 

13  Loaders 

The  vehicles  in  use  in  the  department  consisted  of  two  fore  and 
aft  freighters  (16/18  cu.  yd.  capacity),  one  10  cu.  yd.  side  loader  and  two 
6/8  cu.yd.  side  loaders  (one  of  which  is  held,  as  a spare  vehicle).  The 
newer  of  the  fore  and  aft  tippers  is  equipped  for  emptying  the  bulk  refuse 
containers  used  in  the  blocks  of  flats  erected  by  Manchester  Corporation. 
This  vehicle  was  placed  in  service  on  the  1st  July,  1957. 

The  frequency  of  the  dustbin  collection  varied  during  the  year, 
most  delay  occuring  d.uring  mid-winter,  owing  to  inclement  weather,  short 
hours  of  daylight  and  sickness,  and  during  the  holiday  period.  The  most 
frequent  collection  was  made  in  the  autumn,  when  bins  were  cleared  at 
intervals  of  6 to  9 days. 

Besides  emptying  dustbins,  the  department  has  the  duty  of  emptying 
and  disposing  of  the  contents  of  pail  closets,  cesspools  and  ashpits  in  the 
district. 

As  in  1956,  overtime  was  worked  by  the  men  employed  in  the 
department  throughout  the  year  in  order  to  provide  a reasonable  service 
to  the  public. 

Refuse  Disposal.  Refuse  is  tipped  on  land,  in  Ashton  Road,  Bred- 
bury,  thus  reclaiming  and  levelling  the  site  of  old  clay  pits.  Drainage  work 
to  prevent  flooding  of  the  _2irea  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

In  September,  an  Aveling  Barford  calf  dozer  was  purchased  to 
assist  in  the  opveration  of  the  tip  and  has  shown  its  value  in  labour  saving 
and  greater  efficiency. 

A charge  of  3/6  per  load  is  made  for  the  tipping  of  trade  waste, 
contractors’  rubbish,  etc. 

Infestation  of  the  tip  with  rats,  crickets  and  flies  occurred  at  inter- 
vals and  appropriate  action  was  taken  to  deal  with  the  infestations. 

Salvage.  ‘Salvageable  materials  such  as  paper,  rags  and  metal  are 
collected  in  trailers  attached  to  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  and  are 
separated  and  baled,  at  the  Salvage  Depot,  Ashton  Road.  One  hand  press 
and  one  mechanical  press  are  used  for  the  purpose. 

Details  of  materials  collected  and  the  income  received  are  in  the 
following  tables.  A substantial  increase  in  the  weight  of  paper  and  metal 
salvaged  will  be  noted,  whilst  the  quantity  of  textiles  varies  very  litfle.

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINiViENT 


The  sanitary  accommodation  of  thirteen  Public  Halls,  Cinemas,  etc., 
was  inspected,  all  complied  with  the  regulations,  and  certificates  were 
granted  by  the  Council. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society 
and  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committe.  The 
latter  Committee  comprises  Local  Authorities  within  a radius  of  15  miles 
from  Manchester. 

During  the  year  41  observations  and  inspections  were  made  of  factory 
chimneys  and  boiler  installations  in  the  district.  Where  excessive  smoke 
emission  was  found,  the  factory  was  visited  by  an  officer  of  the  Council 
for  the  purpose  of  warning  and  giving  advice  with  a view  to  abating  the 
nuisance. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  one  Rodent  Operative.  All  types  of  properties 
have  been  inspected,  during  the  year  and  treatments  carried  out  where 
infestations  were  discovered. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  at  Ashton  Road  and  the  sewage  works  were 
treated  periodically.  There  were  two  sewer  treatments  and  a 10%  test  during 
the  year. 

All  infestations  of  rats  and  mice  in  dwelling  houses  are  treated 
free  of  charge.  In  the  case  of  business  premises,  a charge  is  made  to  cover 
the  cost  of  materials  and  labour  and  in  some  cases,  an  annual  contract  has 
been  made  with  the  firm  concerned. 

The  Rodent  Operative  commenced  in  April  to  assist  Marple  U.D.C. 
in  rodent  control  work  for  two  half  days  per  week.  No  very  heavy  infes- 
tations were  found  in  Bredbury  and  RomiJey  area,  which  indicates  the  success 
of  a continuous  system  of  control.

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MILK  SUPPLY 

With  the  inception  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act, 
1944,  on  the  1st  October,  1949,  responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  the 
production  of  milk  was  transferred  from  Local  Authorities  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  distribution  of  milk  continues  to  be 
supervised  by  the  Local  Authority’s  Officers. 

At  31st  December,  1957,  there  were  36  Milk  Distributors  and  2 Dairies 
other  than  Dairy  Farms  on  our  Registers. 

Samples  of  milk  were  procured  at  the  dairies  and  “in  course  of 
delivery”  for  bacteriological  examinations  and  biological  testing.
